WHEN WILL IT BND ? 


The Struggle in the Senate Over the 
Silver Purchase Repeal Bill, 


ANOTHER MUDDLE IN THR WAY. 


Cleveland Insists That Repeal, Must 
Be Unconditional, 


AND IS OPPOSED TO COMPROMISE, 


But Knowing Senators Say Unconditional 
Repeal Cannot Pass—Only Two So- 
lutions to the Problem. 


Washington, October 1.—(Special.)— 
There is another muddle over the solution 
of the Sherman repea! bill problem by the 
senate. While the two factions of the 
senate have practically agreed to get to- 
gether on a compromise, the president has 
now come forward, through Secretary Car- 
lisle, ang announced to his friends in the 
senate that he upposed any compromise. 
The president holds that if his friends in 
the senate will continue the fight, that the 
unconditional repeal bill can be put 
through. Mr. Cleveland is indignant with 
Senator Gorman bevtause the Maryland 
senator has been Gf work attempting to 
effect a compromise. He has intimated 
that Mr. Gorman wants the credit of set- 
tling the problem to his embarrassment, and 
now the relations between these two dis- 
tinguished democrats are decidedly strained. 
Mr. Cleveland don’t want to yield a peg. 
He wants unconditional repeal and insists 
that it can be had. ‘The intimation has 
even been given out that he would veto any 
compromise. 

Of course all this has made the silver 
democrats more determined than ever not 
to yield. At the same time the course of 
the president has driven from him some of 
his former strongest supporters. These 
men have told him that unconditional re- 
peal cannot be forced through the senate. 
He replies by intimating that they are 
playing him false. ‘Thus there is a wran- 
gle on hand and no action whatever is 
looked for this week. 

It is understood that Senator Gorman is 
going to hands off for a while and. go 
to the world’s fair for a week. He may 
leave tomorrow. In the meantime the sen- 
ators will continue to talk about what plan 
they can get together on. Mr. Voorhees 
may attempt next week to forve a vote. Of 
course he realizes that cannot be done. 
When that is exhibited to the president, 
whether he consents or not, the senators 
will agree on something in the shape of a 
compromise, adopt it and then place the 
responsibility upon the president. 

Thus the situation exists tonight. . There 
are not a dozen senators all told who hold 
now that tnconditional repeal can pass. 
There are but two solutions—a compromise 
or else an agreement on the part of the 
president, in advance, that he will sign any 
silver bill that congress might send to him 
afterwards, provided the repeal bill, as it 
stands, without amendment, will be pass- 


The end will not be this week. That is 
practically assured, It may be 
next week, but that is by no means certain. 
The situation is serious. The party is 
split and the mischief is to play generally. 
Of course everything will come about all 
right in time, but the wounds now being 
made will leave scars. 

Cooper's Proposition. 

Representative Cooper, of Texus, has a 
novel proposition for settling the free silver 
question. He introduced a’ bill the other 
day providing that the governors of the 
States shall call a general election of the 
people in November to vote upon’ the ques- 
tion of free silver, the election to be con- 
ducted in the manner of elections to select 
members of the legislature and the result 
certified to congress by fhe governors. 

Wolcott's Amendment. 

Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, introduced 
an amendment yesterday to the repeal bill 
providing for the repayment of the cotton 
tax collected under the act of 1862. Of 
course Mr. Wolcott put this in as a good 
subject for talk. But he believes this 
money should be refunded and he will vote 
for it. All the southern men would be 
foreed to vote for this amendment if it is 
ever voted upon. It would refund to the 
cotton states $75,000,000, which should 
have been refunded when the direct tax 
was refunded. Over $11,000,000 was col- 
lected from Georgia under this illegal tax. 
That much will be returned if the tax is 
ever refunded. It would make flush times 
in Georyia.

WORK FOR THE WEEK. 


The Two Houses of Congress Will Be Occu- 
pied This Week. 

Washington, October 1.—The ninth week of 
the oresent session of congress begins to- 
morrow, and the result of the work so far ac- 
couyplished cannot be said to be encouraging 
to persons who had hoped for a speedy adjust- 
ment of the great financial question which 
caused the issue of the cal! for the sp. ‘al ses- 
sion. The present outlook is towards a con- 
tinuation of the debate which has been in 
congress for the last five weeks in the sen- 
ate. The renewed talk of comproniise legisla- 
tion, however, gives the impression in some 
quarters that the end may be near. The list 
of speakers has not been completed for this 
week, and it may be assumed that when it 
is the names of a few repeal senators will ap- 
pear upou it and the debate will be left almost 
altogether to the silver men. Three of these— 
Messrs. Teller, George and Morgan—are en- 
titled to the floor at any time to conclude 
speeches which they have began but not fin- 


Mr. Call, of Florida, has signified a desire to 
address the senate tomorrow, but his is€hbe 
only new speech formally announced. 


In the House. 


The week's: business in the house will be 
confined, so far as can be stated, to a con- 
tinuance of the debate on the election bill, 
under the order which will exhaust on the 
10th instant. The debate, as far as it bas 

rogressed, has failed to develop any of that 
ntensity of 9p omg feeling so freely pre 
dicted of it. In fact. it has been rather tame 
and unipteresting, and one or two days last 
7 an early adjournment was necessitated 
because there was no one ready to proceed 
with the argument. An improvement in this 
respect is anticipated this week. The 
speaker's list contains the names of some of 
the leaders. who have asked for time—-Messrs.

The same day the 
eommittee on the merchant marine and 
fisheries will begin a series of hearings re- 
garding the rehabilitation of the marine in- 
ustry of the country. Captain Codman will 
first appear. On Tuesday also. the committee 
on elections will hear the contest of Whatley 
versus Cobb, from the fifth Alabama district: 
and the committee on foreign affairs will take 
up for consideration the McCreary substitute 
for the Everett bill’ to amenod and modifr 
the Geary Chinese registration and restriction 
net. No effort will be made to repurt the 
hill to the house nntil after the order for de- 
bate on the election bill hag expired. 


BEFORE THE BIG COURT. 


Cases That Will Come Up Before the United 
States Supreme Court This Term. 

Washington, October 1.—The October term 
of the supreme court of’ the United States 
will begin a week from tomorrow, the 9th Iin- 
stant. The court will open the term with a 
docket that in itself demonstrates the advan- 
tuges of the new court of appeals. While the 
docket for the October term in_1892 at the 
opening contained 1,183 cases, there are bunt 
1,025 awaiting the court’s attention at thie 
time. If this rate of progression is main- 
tained the court will be confronted with noth 
ing but currept @aises seven years hence. The 
court now bas tive cases under consideration 
which were argued last term, gecisions upun 
which may be announced the first opinion day. 
These are the two cases from Washington 
circuit court known as the harbor line cases; 
the elevator case from South Dakota; con- 
stable versus the Sational Steamship Com- 
pany. a case involving damages growing out of 
the burning of a steamer dyck in New York, 
and the United States versus Rodgers, a 
criminal case from Michigan. 

The new cases docketed for this term in- 
clude a number of unusual interest and Iim- 
portance. Prominent among these are the 
appeals by Ah Sing- and four other Chinese 
froin the judgment of the United States court 
for the northern district of QCalifornia, which 
will bring up for review the Geary Chinese 


The Mormon church case is another of im- 
portance. Upon the decision will depend the 
disposition of the funds arising from the sale 
of the church property under the Edmunds- 
Tucker act. Three railroad cases will  at- 
tract general attention. One of them is the 
appeal of Lennon, the Lake Shore railroad 
engineer who refused to haul his train be- 
enuse it contained some ears from the Ann 
Arbor railroad, upon which a strike was in 
progress. This was in defiance of an order of 
the court and Judge Ricks Imposed a fine 
and imprisonment for contempt. The other 
two are stmilar in nature and present the 
question how far the state may go in the 
marter of assessing railroad properay and 
fixing freight rates. One comes from In- 
diana, the other from Texas. 

Besides these the court will have eleven 
murder cases from Fort Smith, Ark., to de- 
termine; another the mineral land ense of 
Barden versus the Northern Iavcifie ratlroad, 
from Montana, affecting a large part of the 
railroad land grant. 


OFF FOR THE BIMETALLIC CONVENTION, 


Governor Tillmanand Treasurer Rates Leave 
for 83. Louls. 

Columbia, S. C., October 1.—(Special.)— 
Governor Tillman and Treasurer Bates left 
this city this morning for St. Louis to at- 
tend the bimetallic convention. The views of 
the state treasurer will cause a surprise, as 
it was generally supposec that, like the rest 
of the administration, he was an advocate of 
free silver and opposed to the unconditiona) 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the Sher 
man law. Dr. Bates yesterday informed the 
governor of his views, supposing that he had 
appointed him a delegate on the supposition 
that he had views similar to his own, but 
the governor insisted on his attending the 
convention anyhow. In announcing his views 
today to a reporter, Dr. Bates sald: 

“I expect to do what [ can at the St. Louts 
convention to advance the business interests 
of the south through a commercial union with 
the west. I do not expect to take any active 
part in the political affairs of the convention. 
I am in favor of the immediate repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman law. I 
favor speedy action, and then the financial 
question in its entirety can come up on its 
merits. I believe that it is incumbent on the 
democratic party to carry out its polley ex 
pressed in the Chicago platform, and if it 
does not there will be a reckoning. The free 
coinage of silver does not give the relief that 
its friends expect or do the harm that its 
enemies predict. The silver question is only 
one factor in the financial problem. I am in 
favor of bimetallism.”’ _ 


SOME FEELING AGAINST ARTHUR. 


Louisville and Nashville Employes Say the 
Chief Bas Not Treated Them Well. 

Nashville. Tenn., October 1.--The Nashville 
American says: “‘There are indications all 
over the country, and especially in the mid- 
die states and along the main and branch 
lines of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
that a general uprising against P. M. Arthur, 
chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Kn- 
gineefs, is about to take piace. In fact, the 
bitterest feeling is being aroused against him, 
and after thirteen years in the executive chair, 
his head may be chopped off at the annual 
meeting next winter. So far as the Louis- 
ville aud Nashville railroad employes are con- 
cerned some boldly claim that Arthur and the 
chief of the trainmen would not give them a 
fair deal in the recent conferrence with the 
LoulsviNe and Nashville management. They 
say that the chief of the trainmen declared 
that the vote against the cut was not taken 
ow to the provisions of the constitu- 
tion, and that he would refuse to call out his 
men in case the officials insisted on the cut. 
It is claimed that Arthur joined him in this 
action. It is also alleged that Arthur has 
not acted for the best interests of the men 
on special occasions. 
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TILLMAN’S LATEST SCHEME. 


He Intends to Place Metropolitan Police in 
the Cities. 

Columbia, S, C,, October 1.—(Special.)—Gov- 
erpor Tillman is now firm in his intention to 
try to saddle metropolitan police on the larger 
cities in South Carolina under the plea that 
the local police always oppose his efforts to 
cerry out certain measures, especially the dis- 
pensary law. The governor seems to think 
that though the chief of police In Charleston 
is a great reformer he is unable to work the 
force exactly in accordance with “refawm”’ 
ideas, as there is some other power behind 
the throne. There is some talk about some of 
the trial justices, it being said that some of 
them have given the blind tigers warning 
when the lightning of the spies was about to 
strike. The governor says that if he can catch 
up with any such persons he will chop off 
their official heads without any compunction. 


MEMPHIS RAILROAD MEN STRIKE. 


Nearly All Trains Tied Up on the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad. 

Memphis, Tenn., October 1.—All the train 
hands employed by the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
Illinois Central and Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley railroad at this point) went on a 
strike today and something over a hundred 
men are affected. This is the day upon 
which the 10 per cent reduction on the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio went into effect. At a meet- 
ing tonight the strikers resolved to protect 
the conrpany’s property at all hazards. 

At Dyersburg, Teun., the Chesapeake and 
Ohio trains were tied up today by a strike of 
all trainmen and switchmen. 
carrying the United States mail are allowed 
to run, but other traffic is suspended.

But No Deaths Yesterday from Yellow | 
Fever at Bronswick. 


The Physicians Say There Is No 
Hope Until Frost Comes. 


A YELLOW FEVER DEATH AT JESUP, 


©. J. Warren, Who Visited Brunswick | 
W hen the Quarantine Was Raised, 
Is Taken Sick and Dies. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 1.—Twelve new 
cases of yellow fever are reported today, 
ten white and two colored. The patients are? 
Miss Laura Eastmeade, Miss Rosa Nisi, 
P. P. Judge, Mrs. J. E. Poore, Mre. 
F. V. Poore and Miss Carrie Poore, J. I’. 
MeArney, Ernest Brock, Miss Fannie 
Brock and one unknown man in the -ex- 
treme northern suburbs. There is not a 
prominent citizen in the above list, though 
all are white the other patients are Bur- 
ris and ‘Tom Oliver, both colored. 

The discharged are as follows: Mrs. 
Crane, William Crane, Mrs. Frank, Isaae 
Lamar, Mrs. William Lucree and Washing- 
ton Williams. Sixty-five patients are now 
under treatment. 

the Death at Jesup. 

Surgeon Murray returned this morning 
at 10:30 o'clock from Jesup and reports 
that an autopsy on the body of C. J. War- 
ren, the deputy sheriff who died there yes- 
terday, proves beyond question that he had 
yellow fever. It is reliably stated that War- 
ren has not been in any infected district 
within the past few weeks and if this is 
true, the theory that it requires only ten 
days’ incubation for the fever to develop 
will be proven unreliable. 1f this fact is 
proven the Brunswick epidemic of 1893, 
however unfortunate to this city, will effect- 
ually dispel the idea heretofore clung to by 
scientists that ten days’ incubation ie suffi- 
cient, as well as the idea that negroes are 
by nature exempt from the disease. The 
negroes in this epidemic have to date been 
the greatest sufferers and so many fatalities 
have developed among them that scientists 
are investigating. 

Having partially exhausted itself among 
the lower classes, the disease is getting in 
its work among the more favored popula- 
tion and no cheering words can be writ- 
ten on the situation. 

Frost the Only Hope. 

The scourge is here to stay until frost 
and those remaining need not expect any 
escape. Those whose systems are in the 
best condition and receive proper attention 
and aid the nurees and physicians in caring 
for themselves will be cured, and there 
are still left those who persist in a hard- 
headed manner to ridicute the instructions 
of the physicians. 

Four-fifths of the 5,000 odd people here 
will have the fever before frost comes. 
This is no idle statement, but the result of 
careful consultation with tlre physicians. 
Surgeon Murray reached Jesup last night 
on a special train in response to a request 
from Mayor Steele, of Jesup, Health Oth- 
cer Brunner, of Savannah, and Surgeon 
General Wyman. He found that Mr. War- 
ren was stricken Monday at his sister's 
home in the country some miles from ‘Jes- 
up. On Tuesday he went to Jesup. A local 
physician, Dr. Easton, attended him Tues- 
day noon, and continued to do so until 
Warren’s death Saturday afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock. 

Dr. Drawdy visited Warren Saturday 
morning during the absence of Dr. Faston 
at the bedside of a distant patient, and 
also at noon. There was some suspicious 
circumstances connected with the disease 
and after death the deceased body began to 
turn a yellowish hue. Rumors got out 
and began to circulate, causing some alarm 
among Jesup’s citizens. Mayor Steele hear- 
ing the rumors, wired Health Officer Brun- 
ner, of Savannah, for an expert. Dr. 
Brunner replied that none could be furn- 
ished from Savannah, but he wired Sur- 
geon Murray. These requests from Dr. 
Brunner and others were received while 
Surgeon Murray was on St. Simons 
land, but as he returned he left 
oun a special train. Mayor Steele, Doce- 
tors Little and Tutten met Surgeon Mur- 
ray and the four went over to Dr. Tut- 
ten’s office to discuss matters. As none 
were involvéd in the case, Dr. Faston was 
sent for. 
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Holding the Autopsy. 

When the physicians appeared to exam- 
ine the body, the old and heart-broken 
father of Young Warren, thinking that his 
boy’s body was going to be taken from 
him and not knowing what disposition the 
doctors were going to make of it, met the 
messenger at the door and with his eyes 
filled with tears, signified his intention of 
sacrificing his life before the body should 
be touched. Surgeon Murray deeply sym- 
pathized with the old man and through Sher- 
iff Ennis, of Wayne county, finally pacified 
him and secured an examination of the 
body. Surgeon Murray instantly pronounc- 
ed it a genuine case of yellow fever. The 
local physicians, Dr. Samuels, acting gov- 
ernment surgeon, and Major Steele, protest- 
ed against the decision, and the local phy- 
sicians decided on an autopsy. Surgeon 
Murray indicated what would be found, 
and this morning, when the post mortem 
was held, be was found to be correct and 
his opponents gave in. 

Mayor Steele is a man to rely on. Mayor 
Steele’s home is next door to Warren’s, but 
he declines to leave the city and announces 
his intention at remaining at his post of 
duty. The announcement that fever had 
appeared, created excitement in Jesup, and 
many signified their intention of remaining. 
Others regreted that they did not know 
the fact before the train. passed, a few 
minutes previously. A majority of the cit- 
izens will probably leave town. 

What Surgeon Murray Says. 


Surgeon Murray, in response to queries, 
stated to the Jesupites that his experience 
convinced him beyond doubt that yellow 
fever could not be stamped out, and they 
could therefore only hope and pray that 
it could spread slowly and result favorably 
until frost came. He cquld not encourage 
their belief that it would not spread. He 
advised them to remain at home and not 
submit themselves to the horrors and dan- 
gers of exposure in the woods. He ad- 
vised them to get their system in order, 
banish their fright and face it bravely, and 
it would not kill them. The apprehension, 
however, among the Jesupites is great. 
Surgeon Murray says tonight that no evi- 
dence could be produced to show that War- 
ren had been in Brunswick's infected dis- 
trict since July last. How the fever reach- 
ed Jesup is a puzzling question, H,, J. 
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Samuels and guards of the marine hospital 
service are stationed there to watch that 
district. Dr. Samuels is a strict officer. 
The general opinion here 1s that fever has 
gained a foothold in some manner around 
Brunswick and the people are apprehensive. 
Warren did not pass through Camp Deten- 
tion, as Surgeon Geddings’s records prove, 
and as a shotgun quarantine surrounds 
Brunswick both on land and water, it-is

Surgeon Murray is working day and 
night. Yesterday afternoon he visited 
Miss Orilla Dart, on St. Simon 
land, and found her much improved.

o'clock. 

Surgeon Fagen was out all night on Jeky!

Guards are stationed round 
the house. The grounds for half a mile 
have been disinfected and no communica- 
tion whatever is allowed between the pa-

YELLOW FEVER AT JESUP. 


The Physicians Say C. J. Warren Died of the 

Scourge. 

October 1.—(Special.)—C. 
J. Warren, a resident of this place, died 
yesterday evening about 4+ o'clock. The lo- 
eal physicians pronounced the disease ma- 
larial fever, except one, who considered the 
ease suspicious. Dr. Murray, of Bruns- 
wick, was telegraphed for and came up on 
a special car and held an autopsy and pro- 
nouneed the case one of yellow fever. 

Mr. Warren went to Brunswick when 
ms Quarantine was raised about two weeks 
ago and it is supposed that he has been 
there since and contracted the disease. 
The fever will not amount to much here 
as this is a small town in .a piney wood 
country. The bedding on which Mr. War- 
ren died has been burned and the house 
well fumigated. There is considerable ex- 
citement and some are leaving the town. 

Savannah shuts Jesup Out. 

Savannah, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 
The announcement of a case of yellow fe- 
ver at Jesup was received here today by 
the sanitary board and strict quarantine 
against that town was declared iat once. 
Arrangements were made with &he Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western railroad to run 
ail trains, both yassenger . and freight, 
through Jesup without stopping and no 
passengers, freight or anything else will 
be taken on at that point. 

News tBat the fever was spreading in 
the neighborhood of Brunswick has caused 
no little excitement here and the quaran- 
tine is being doubly reinforced. Two in- 
spectors will be stationed at Jesup to see 
that no trains stop and that no one ‘boards 
the trains there. Savannah fears no at- 
tack, however, as the strongest precautions 
are being taken to prevent it. ¢

A YOUNG ROBBER. 


An Elevwen-Year-Old Boy Breaks Into the 
Postofiice at Woodlawn. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 1, (Special,)— 


-Johnnie Brennan, who has just been convicted 


in the United States court here, is probably 
the youngest postoffice robber on record. He 
is not yet eleven years old and is not large 
for his age. For a year or two he has been 
of no small amount of trouble to the police 
of Birmingham. His mother died when he 
was very young and he has never received 
much attention from his father. In court he 
did not seem to give the case much attention 
further than to hear what the lawyers ar- 
gued to the jury. 

Some two months ago the postoffice at 
Woodlawn, a suburb of Birmingham, was en- 
tered one night and robbed of several dollars 
worth of stamps and $23 in cash. He took 
a supply of cigarettes from the store depart- 
ment and also carried away a number of other 
articles.

KILLED BY COYOTES. 


Hundreds of Sheep Killed in Texas—The 
Drought in the Nueces County. 

San Antonio, Tex., October 1,—A grievous 
tale of woe comes from the Nueces country, 
Kenney county. No rain has fallen in so 
long that nothing finds a place on the face of 
the earth. Cattle are dying in droves and 
sheep are being killed by coyotes by the hun- 
dreds. In addition to this buffalo gnats and 
horn flies swarm out of the cedar brakes by 
the millions and-kill cattle. Hogs, alone, are 
doing well. These are living off the carcasses 
of catte and sheep and fatten without water. 

The pest of the coyotes has become unbear- 
able. Four hundred sheep were killed in ten 
days on a single ranch. No sales of cattle or 
sheep are occurring.

He Brought His Dress Suit to America to 
Attend Receptions, but Has Been 
Entertained but Little. 


Berlin, October 1.—(Copyright, 1893, by 
the Unfted Press.)\—Emperor William's 
deer-stalking expedition in Sweden has been 
his only genuine holiday for many weeks. 
From his arrival at Gothenburg Thursday 
until he boarded the Hohenzollern again at 
Kharlskrona, on: Saturday, no official dis- 
patches were sent or received by him. Even 
this breif respite from state cares afforded 
him a more complete rest than he has taken 
before. Even in his vacation the emperor 
does what most men would deem hard 
work. On Tliursday night, for instance, 
he went by rail from Gothenburg to Herl- 
junga, where he left the train at 1 o'clock 
on I'riday morning. At 6 o'clock he was 
off with King Osear and Prince Charles. of 
Sweden, to hunt deer. He had dinner at 
the king’s lodge on his return, in time to 
reach Neurahwash, near Dantzin, late last 
night. 

Much uneasy speculation was caused by 
the police closing the harbor from the ferry 
to the sea until after the emperor passed 
through going to his east Prussian lodge at 
Rominten, where he joined the empress to 
today. The precaution was unpreeedented, 
and combined with the known presence in 
Dantzin of an unusual number of private 
police from Berlin, made the » impression 
that the authorities were acting under the 
influence of the anarchist panic. The em- 
peror on leaving had on! ythe customary at- 
tendants round him. No special guards 
preceeded him. : 

The Emperor a Hard Worker. 

His sojourn at Rominten will be short. 
He will attend the consecration of a new 
chapel, pass a quiet day with the empress 
and tomorrow will be back to resume his 
usual duties. The cousensus of opinion 
among the officials around him is that he 
overexerts his body and brain and will not 
long bear up under the strain. He does not 
sleep sufheientiy at night, begins work in 
the early morning and proceeds with fever- ) 
ish unrest throughout the day. Dr. Lu- 
caus finds it a trying task to keep up with 
the activity of his imperial master who 
openly chatfs him if business be not push- 
ed ahead rapidly enough. 

In an interview with the United Press 
correspondent Dr. Lucaus expressed great 
admiration of the emperor's capacity for 
incessant work. The emperor worked me- 
thodically, Dr. Lucaus said, and was aided 
by a fine memory. It was never necessary 
for him to write his speeches beforehand. 
He had always a skeleton of the subject 
to be touched and filled in the blanks as lie 
made his address. After speaking he dic- 
tated to the chief of his cabinet the whole 
speech usually without the slightest change, 
as he remembered the slightest turn of a 
phrase. It was a rare occurrence for him 
to hesitate even in recalling a word or 
sentence. 

The newspaper discussion of the emper- 
rors relations to Bismarck does not abate, 
although the public has been disillusioned 
as to the probability of their becoming 
friends. Official opinion, as explained in 
last week’s letter, overshadowed the popu- 
lar illusion. Reports are still rife as to 
the exchange of messages between the em- 
peror, Bismarck and the Empress Fred- 
rick, as to mediation through Count Wil- 
liam Bismarck, and as to the emperor's, 
planning a visit to Fredriesrhue. = 
truth is there is no present plan of reconcil- 
ination. Neither the emperor nor Bismarck 
ever intended a reconciliation to be achiev- 
ed in any. way except by the other’s com- 
plete submission. 

Bismarckian Papers Bolder. 

With the growing strength of the prince, 
the Bismarckian newspapers are increasing 
in offensiveness to the government.  Bis- 
marck says the Hamberg Nachrichten, 
cannot be silent before the suppression of 
certain policies prejudicial to the empire. 
Accordingly the Nachrichten proceeds to 
advise all parties to watch Moquel’s new 
financial projects jealousy. ‘These pro- 
jects, however, are still too inconwlete to 
be attacked intelligently. In connection 
with the governmeut’s decision to request 
an extraordinary credit for the navy, they 
excite much opposition. ‘Che Bismarekian 
dailies hardly conceal their bope that the 
government majority in the reichstag will 
go to pieces on the estimate. 

The National Zeitung, in an unprejudiced 
leader, argues that the government in ask- 
ing for a large increase for the navy ‘com- 
mits a dangerous blunder. It is impossible, 
saws the writer, for Germany to expect 
a fleet of the first rank, besides an immense 
army. The reichstag, which passed the 
army bill by only a meager majority, he 
adds, will undoubtedly reject the bill pro- 
posing a new budget for the navy. The 
demands of the government for the navy 
are based on reports of the recent manen- 
vers in the Baltic. These reports indicate 
that war ships of a new type are required. 
The torpedo fleet was found to be very ef- 
fective, but moreover the large vessels 
must be partly superseded by cruisers 
capable of ramming the strongest iron- 
clads. In the last maneuvers the larger 
irorclads, Deutchland and Koenig Wilhelin, 
were of no service in heavy weather, be- 
‘ause they could not use their guns in these 
seas. Caprivi may utilize these incidents 
well enough to persuade the reichstag to 
think with him in the matter. 

Will Re-Enter Political Life. 

Count /Ballestram and l’reuihers 
von Huene, who left the reg- 
ular radicals in the last elec- 
tion on the army bill, are to enter polit- 
ical life. They are contesting two dis- 
tricts in Silesia on the old lines. As they 
are highly esteemed by all parties, they are 
likely to be returned. 

An old-fashioned congress of Guelphs and 
Hessian legitimists met in Frankfort dur- 
ing the last week. They debated g reform 
of the imperial coristitution on such lines 
as to restore the fallen Germam dynasties, 
re-establish a federation of central Euro- 
pean states, and revive, as far as possible, 
all the royal and ducal houses which have 
been excluded from governing. All these 
ideas were received enthusiastically. ‘The 
congress, however, had no resources and 
can have only sentimental results.

ARRESTING THE SOLDIERS. 


Excitement-Over the Indictment of Tennes.- 
see State Troops for Murder. 

IKinoxville. Tenn., October 1.—(Special.) 
This morning Major Carpenter, acting ad- 
jutant general of the state, went to Yar 
nell’s station where the state troops who 
participated in the Coal Creek fights last 
Winter are now stationed and there met the 
sheriff of Clinton county, where a miner 
named Drummond, whose murder, presum- 
ably by the troops, after the fight with the 
strikers created such excitement. The sher- 
iff was armed with warrants for the ar- 
rest of the sixteen soldiers on indictments 
for murder in the first The civil 
and military officers immediately began ne- 
gotiations for turmig over the men to the 
civil authorities. It was finally arranged 
that théy should remain in camp today un- 
der a strong guard and be taken to Clinton 
counly LonLoOrrow, Major Carpenter 
agreeing to assist the civil otticers in mak- 
ing the transfer. 

All Well-Known Young Men. 

The indicted men are Lieutenant I*yfe, 
a prominent officer of the state troops and 
sixteen men on special detail under him 
in the vicinity of the place where the mur- 
der wus committed. All are young men 
well known in East Tennessee. ‘lhe 
crime for which they were indicted is the 
lynching of a miner named Drummond 
shortly after one of the soldiers was kill- 
ed, after a truce had been declared. Intense 
feeling has prevailed between the miners 
aud soldiers ever since, ‘The friends of 
the mau who was lynched demanded that 
the perpetrators of the deed be summarily 
dealth with. ‘The military officers refused 
to act further thau to suy 
that they would = surrender to the civil 
authorities, men wanted to answer for 
crime if they would only point them out. 

A bitter squabble then followed between 
the military officers and the attorney gen- 
eral of the district in which the crime wag 
committed, the mililury men answering the 
civil authorits demaud for the ivnehers 
or Drummoud by demands for the murder- 
ers of Dougherty, their dead comrade. 

This state of things continued until in. 
dictments were returned aguinst sixteen 
soldiers upou the evidence of the fifty-six 
citizens Who declare thut they either saw 
the soldiers golng to oF returnibg trom tue 
place where Drummond Was hanged an 
who went into the soldier's camps and iden. 
titied the men they considered the guilty 
ones. 

Only the most strennous efforts of Major 
Carpenter prevented tue men from being 
thrown into jail today. They hope to se 
cure an immediate hearing tomorrow and 
avoid this end. Clinton district court is 
now in session and the men will be ar: 
raigned immediately upon their arrival at 
Clinton. General N. D. Anderson, at- 
torney and prominent military man, will be 
principal attorney for the defense.

World’s Fair Traffic Is Getting on 
a Boom. 


SOUTHERN PEOPLE WAITED LATE. 


The Georgia Road Is Saving Moner—How 
a Conductor Saved a Cow’s Life.

Aguin ic is claimed by others that the south- 
ern people waited to see how the financial 
condition of the country would turn out, not 
seeing their way clear to expend money 
for pieasure as long as it seemed that they 
would not lave the spare cash from the neces- 
sities of their trudes and business. 

The agricultural people and many others 
have waited to see the cotton crop marketed. 

But they have all begun to go to the fair 
now and the traffic of all the roads leading to 
Chicago is picking up right lively in truth 
within the past few days. The Western and 
Ailantic and the Bust Tennessee, the two 
roads that carry the people from Atlanta to 
the fair, have had their hands full for the 
past week. They have kept their passenger 
agents busy all the time with the increase of 
business and they say that the next week will 
bring them even greater business than the 
week just ended.

lie was coming up from Montgomerp the 
other day, and was about to cross the line of 
Georgia and Alabama and run into the pretty 
little town of West Point, when the engineer 
saw three or four cows grazing upon the 
roadbed right in front of the locomotive. He 
blew three or four times in rapid succession, 
but the cows took but little notice of it. 
The train was about to plow its way through 
the animals when all of them leaped from 
the track but one, she falling into a culvert 
and lying sprawling across the rails. 

The engineer stopped the train, and Cap- 
tain Zack Martin went forward. He was 
determined to save a prectous life. He got 
all of his railroad train hands to put rails 
under the animal and tried to lift her ont of 
the ditch, but it was to no avail. But the 
captain was not to be downed. He determin- 
ed that he would lose two hours from his 
schedule rather than kill that cow. He hit 
‘upon a new idea. He remembered that there 
were two newspaper men on the train, and 
knew that they were the men for emergencies. 
He went back and called them forth. They 
were fully up to the mark. and when Mr. 
P. J. Moran, city editor of The Constitution, 
took the cow by the horns and Mr. R. A. 
Hemphill, assistant business maneger of The 
Constitution, lifted her by the tail, the poor 
animal was not long in the ditch, but galloping 
away with loud shouts of gratitude to the 
newspaper men. Captain Zack Martin, it is 
said, offered three cheers for the newspaper 
men, and moved the train into West Point 
in time to be greeted with a brass band. 
which by a happy accident was playing “Hail 
to the Chief.’’ for some party that was ex- 
pected on the train. 

Captain Zack Martin never threw his head 
higher in the air than he did the moment he 
heard that band, for he took all the glory tu 
himself. The cow had been saved.

He Visits Opelika, but Mrs. Turner Was Not 
with Him. 

Opelika, Ala., October 1.—(Special.)—Dr. 
A. G. Emory, after gallivanting around 
the state for several weeks with Mrs. Gus- 
sie G. Turner, of Macon, turned up in 
Opelika alone on Thursday. Dr. Emory is 
altogether a different man from what he 
was a year ago, and his friends here—and 
he has a number of them—are very appre- 
hensive about his condition.

He should know that there its an 
element in Atlanta who will never permit him 
to succeed in that place or any other place, 
if they can prevent it. They as persistently 
deride him in every way possible and go be- 
yond the confines of propriety, and even sel f- 
respect, and indulge in indecencies in public 
that are not only in violation of municipal 
statutes. but are ungentlemanly in the ex 
treme. Those persons have gone to the 
theater prepared, with malace prepense, to 
commit an unlawful and ungentlemauly act, 
Else, how came the missiles in their posses. 
sion in the opera house? Did the police and 
municipal authorities give him and_ those 
with him the same protection they would to 
a strolling company of actors? It seems that 
they did not. IT have not had any adminis- 
tration over my brother, Scott, for more than 
twenty years. jut 1 do not like to s@ him 
imposed upon. Scott is a genius. With one- 
half the assistance and approval that any 
other man has received, Scott would be one 
of the foremost actors on the American con- 
tinent. He was not educated. He was quite 
young after the war ended, and his father 
was deprived of the wherewith to educate 
his elder brothers, much less him. But he 
took a fancy for the stage, and has pursued 
it with a persistency that will surely be suc 
cessful. He long ago memorized all of Shake 
speare’s plays and all the plays of standard 
authors, and with perfect. ease. His memory 
is wonderful. Not a man or person who has 
ever adversely criticised him can compare 
with him in this respect. As for his acting 
when a person wilfully looks for the humor- 
ous they can see nothing else—their minds 
are made up to that and nothing more. They 
perversely do themselves and others gross 
injustice. When they go beyond propriety, 
they are culprits. I can but admire the man- 
hood of the young man. He wrote me some 
while ago that he intended to remain in At 
lanta and succeed right there; that if he 
could not succeed in his pative home he would 
not impose upon people elsewhere. I wanted 
him to leave there: He has had but one good 
friend, and that man is Mr. Louis DeGive. 
He is a good, noble man, and has my thanks 
for his kindness to my struggling brother 
l saw sometime ago that just such a scene as 
the papers describe as baving taken place at 
the opera house. on the 26th, would come 
about. The newspapers invited it. They 
pointed out the way and fanned the flame. 1 
respectfully submit that Scott Thornton was 
not treated with fairness or respect to him or 
respect to the parties themselves. It occurs 
to me that such conduct on the part of any 
portion of an andience would not be tolerated 
in any other city, especially when premedi- 
tated. It is more in bad keeping for the 
audience than it was for the actor. If they 
anticipated that the acting would be bad. or 
not in accordance with their taste, they should 
bave simply remained absent. Their conduct 
was a gross injustice to those who attended 
for charity's sake or for the pleasure of the 
entertainment. 

“I will be very greatly obliged if you will 
kindly publish this. I have some very dear 
friends in Atlanta—I may say many. I[ think 
those who know me will avouch what I say 
I trust Scott will be given a fair showing in 
his native city. Very respectfully.

“TE WAS LONG AGO 


That Palmer Was Shot Down as * 


Rode Along the Road. 


WIS SLAYER HAS NEVER BEEN FOUND, 


But Vandiver Has Been on Trial for the 
. Murder at Hiawassee and Acquitted. 
Scenes at the Trial. 


Hiawassee, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 
This has been one of the most exciting 
weeks in the history of our county. The 
superior court has been in session and 
Marcus Vandiver is being tried for the 
murder of M. K. Palmer, which took place 
on the Sth of June, 1872. Palmer was an 
able lawyer, of great magnetism, zeal and 
personal courage. He resided at Cleve- 
land, and practiced in our county. He 
had been attending our superior! court, and 
left Hiawassee on the evening of the 4th 
of June, 1872, and stayed + night with 
M. V. England, the present representative 
in the legislature, and left is house at 7 
o'clock in the morning of the 5th of June 
for his home, and when about five miles 
from England’s house, while riding his 
mule along the turnpike road, about 5 
o'clock in the morning, a shot was fired 
from ambush, on the point of the ridge 
near-by, entering Palmer's body from be- 
hind, ranging toward the front, through 
his heart, passing out of his body, going 
through a fence rail and striking a rock, 
where the trace of the ball was lost. Mr. 
Palmer’s mule ran with him about sixty 
yards, when he fell off dead in the road. 
His dead body was immediately discovered 
and the alarm given. Runners were sent 
here, where court was still in session, and 
when the news came Judge Knight imme- 
diately adjourned court, and everybody 
went to the scene. The ambush was dis- 
covered. The assassin stood behind a 
stump at the root of a large tree, which 
commanded a full view of the road or a 
quarter of a mile the way Palmer was ex- 
pected to come, and the path which he was 
expected to take was cleared out, so as to 
make his aim certain. 

Following the Trall. 

The place showed that the dastard had 
remained there for quite awhile. His tracks 
were plainly visible and they were zealously 
guarded, while a runner was sent to the 
camp of Thomas Alexander, who was then 
engaged in building the Air-Line railway, 
for bloodhounds with which to track the 
assassin. He returned next day without 
the dogs and then the parties set out to 
fullow the trail; this they did like sleuth 
hovnds. _The murderer at’ times ran, 
sometimes barefooted, then he would stop 
aud put on his shoes, which had peculiar 
tack marks, that made them easily distin- 
guishable. No one except the, man who 
fired the fatal shot had been along. The 
tracks came to and from the ambush. 

When the night of the 6th came the pur- 
suers were on top of the Blue Ridge, at 
the Indian Grave gap, without food or 
shelter, but nothing daunted. They lay 
down on the tracks and, when morning 
came, pursued the_ trail and followed the 
track to within 150 yards of Vandiver's 
house, where it entered a branch, and, all 
further trace was impossible. Vygndwer 
was not at home and suspicion strongly 
pointed towards him as the guilty party. 

Mra. Palmer Accuses Vandiver. 

The friends of Palmer never lost their 
energy and kept pursuing their inWestiga- 
tion. About two years ago Marcus Van- 
diver, with his two boys, went to the home 
of a Mr. Wilkins, who married his niece, 
and gave Wilkins and his father a terrible 
beating in the presence of his (Wilkins) 
wife. Mrs. Wilkins then and there ac- 
euesd Vandiver of the murder of Palmer, 
and threatened to tell what she knew about 
the killing, which took place when she was 
only ten years old, and the ever alert 
ufriends of Palmer saw their opportunity, 
and upon investigation secured a long miss- 
ing link in the chain of evidence. The 
secret was carefully guarded. ‘The wit- 
nesses subpoenaed, and at the September 
term, 1892, twenty years after the crime 
was committed, an indictment was found, 
and the defendant arrested. 

Why Palmer Was Killed. 

Palmer was the inveterate enemy of a 
certain crowd of informers, go-betweens, 
spies and blackmailers that were then en- 
gaged in a pretended enforcement of the 
internal revenue laws. Ile defended the 
Victims, prosecuted the rascals, brought 
suit to recover the money unlawfully filched 
trom innocent men, and wrote some of the 
most caustic letters ever written to The 
Atlanta Sun, exposing the whole rotten 
crowd. It has always ‘been supposed that 
these parties, whom he bearded 
in their dens, hired the cowardly 
deed done and that through 
their instrunyentality Mr. Palmer was as- 
sassinated. No man had more friends 
among the law and order people than Mr. 
Palmer, and the lawless teared him and 
desired him out of the way. 

The scene in the courthouse was no or- 
dinary one. The widow of Mr. Palmer 
and two daughters were here to aid by 
their presence and testimony in the vin- 
diceation of their deceased loved one. One 
of them, now a beautiful and accomplished 
young lady, was then an infant. She has 
no personal knowledge nor recollection of 
her father, and: has learned more of him 
during the progress of the trial than she 
ever knew of him. The other was put 
upon the stand and told of the death of 
her father and told how, as q small child, 
the same was indelibly impressed upon her 
wind. 

The scene at this point was highiy dra- 
matic. Irom this point on the dull de- 
tails of circumstantial evidence were pre- 
sented. 

The state was represented by Solicitor 
General Howard Thompson, M. G. Boyd 
and J. J. Kimsey; the defendant by H. H. 
Dean, W. T. Crane and W. E. Candler. 
It is a battle to the death and every inch 
is being contested. When Solicitor Gen- 
eral Thompson came into office, seven years 
ago, he immediately set about to find the 
murderer of Palmer. and has never relux- 
ed his zeal. Mr. Boyd was with Mr. 
Palmer on the circuit, when he was assas- 
sinated, and it -has been the work of his 
legal life to ascertain the guilty parties. 
Mr. Kimsey lives near the widow 
and orphans of Mr. Palmer and is famil- 
iar with their toils and hardships, and be- 
came their fast. friend and has always 
been ardent in trying to ferret out the per- 
petrator. It is a strong team and worthy 
of the cause they represented. 

A Verdict of ‘‘Not Gullty.’’ 

Fach and all the attorneys made able 
and exhaustive speeches, and Friday even- 
ing. at 6 o'clock, after an impartial charge 
by the court the jury retired, and at 10 
o clock returned with a verdict of not 
guilty. . 


As Bad as Dooly County’s Safe.

Old Man Starr Walks from the Far 
North to Middle Georgia, 


FINDS THE SPOT, GASPS---FALLS DEAD. 


The Boy Was One of Sherman’s Sola @'s 
Who Never Returned Home. 
Weary Wasthe W aiting. 


Sandersville, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 
At an early hour this morning there came 
to town a colored messenger in post haste 
bearing the news that an old white man 
and an entire stranger in the county, bad 
been found dead on Mr. Frank Williams's 
plantation about three miles north of Sand- 
ersville. He bad a note from Mr. Will- 
iams to Coroner Lowe asking him to sum- 
mon a jury aud hoid an inquest at once as 
the case demanded speedy action. Very 
soon an eager and curious crowd was seen 
going to the scene. Some were walking, 
others riding. Kvery available vehicle in 
the town was in use. Your correspondent 
was among the first to arrive and gained 
such information as could be had. 

Several colored boys had been coon hunt- 
ing the night before and being attracted 
by a dim light, sought to fathom its mean- 
ing. ‘They crept within a few yards of it 
aud observed an old man digging and mum- 
bling to himself, ‘ney kepce their eager 
eyes on him for a few minutes, when he 
Was seen to put both bands to bis throat, 
gasp couvulsively TW or three times and 
fall Over. ‘ine nunters took tu weir heels 
aud never slopped until they reached the 
plantation quarters Where they aroused 
every ope and breathiessly reated their 
experience. 

‘the spot where the stranger breathed 
his last was near an old spring that years 
ago had quenched the thirst of Tbany a 
traveler, and the curbing bad become Lood 
for the ravages of time. ‘the abundance 
of green moss clearly showed that man 
had Jong since negiected natures fount. 

In close proxiuuty is a lurge rock about 
the size of a hogshead with many smaller 
oues around it. ‘Luere ig no bing partucumar 
about the rock that would attract one’s at- 
tention, but upon close inspecuon, the let- 
ters U. S., evidently stanuimg tor United 
States, could be seen cut in tbe rock. These 
facts your reporter gleaned betore the 
«“oroner arrived. No one was allowed 
to go near the deceased until the coroner 
got there for Mr. Williams had placed a 
guard around the body and had a sheet 
thrown over the corpse. ‘he man in iife 
had been about five feet ten inches in 
height, with gray, flowing locks and stub- 
bly beard, and was, at the least, seventy 
years of age. Op examining him to see 
if any wounds had been inflicted, a tattooed 
insignia of the IWnights of Pythtas was 
found upon his right arm.

The papers found upon his person con- 
clusively showed the following 1acts:

‘The surviving 
friend made his way to California und lost 
trace of his old associates and acquaint- 
ances who had scattered througuout the 
country. A few mouths ago, he died in 
utter obscurity and dire poverty in a gmall 
town in Calitornia, but left an account of 
the burial place of his old war-time friend 
With dying instructions to send to any of 
the relatives of Frederick Starr, who was a 
member of Company G, Fourteenth Massa- 
chusetts regiment. 

After several weeks, the latter reached 
Eugene Starr, the tather of the long lost 
boy. The old man, bent with age and in- 
firmity, and now having funds sufficient to

The people want the administration's 
appointments 'to be untainted by even the 
suspicion of a bargain or a deal that looks 
like a bargain. They do not want to see 
a man appointed ambassador to Italy 
whe would never have been thought of 
if he had not contributed $50,000 ‘to ‘the 
democratic campaign fund. 

The people want tthe pledges of the 
Chicago platform redeemed. They want 
purity in politics, and they want foreign 
nations to understand that this is not a 
mongrel, half-breec republic with a gov- 
ermment engaged in forcing the social 
equality of the races. 

This is tthe way the plain people talk, 
and there are 65,000,000 of them! 
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No Bond Issue! 

The one feature in the proposed com- 
promise on ‘the silver question that sticks 
out ominously is the plan to issue $200,- 
000,000 gold bonds. It is given out that 
Mr. Carlisle is responsible for the injec- 
tion of the bond proposition, and on this 
ground the claim will no doubt be made 
that it is in the nature-of a democratic 
scheme. But it is not. There is nothing 
democraitic about it, and if the democrats 
in congress make themselves responsible 
for it ‘they will venture upon an experi- 
ment ‘that ‘they will have some trouble 
in explaining to the voters of the country 
who are to be burdened with an increase 
of taxation ‘to the amount of $8,000,000 
a year for the purpose of perpetuating 
the national bank system. 

This is a part of the compromise that 
the voters of the country will not en- 
dorse. The democrats have it in their 
power -to dictate the terms of any com- 
promise short of the free coinage of sil- 
ver, and they should exercise that power 
to ‘the extent of making all silver that is 
coined a full legal tender as gold is, and 
fixing it in our currency as the money of 
final payment. They should go further 
than ‘this. They should repudiate the 
Harrison policy of redeeming the silver 
notes in gold, which is at the bottom of 
our present financial troubles, and they 
Should see to it that the Inw makes pro- 
vision for the redemption of all our paper 
currency im both gold and silver. This 
is the only sensible and business-like way 
to maintain the parity between our 
coined gold and silver, and the secretary 
of the treasury should not be invested 
with a discretion which he can surrender 
to any = native or foreign banker who 
wants to make a raid on the treasury 
gold. 

What does the bond mean? It 
can mean but one thing—namely, that it 
is the purpose of the administration to 
earry out the Harrison policy to the bit- 
ter end; to so construe the law as to make 
the silver coins and the paper based on 
it redeemable in gold; in short. to erect 
the gold standard in spite of the desires 
of the people and in the face of a com- 
mon-sense interpretation of the law. If 
a bond issue does not-mean: this it means 
nothing. If a gold reserve of $200,000.- 
000 is not intended as a fund for the re- 
demption of silver and paper currency, 
then there is no need for it. If it is in- 
tended for that purpose then the demo- 
erats in congress ought to unanimously 
oppose it, for the platform declares that 
the democrats “hold to both gold and 
silver as the standard money of the coun- 
try.” Silver coin that is redeemable in 
gold is not only not a money standard. 
but #t is not money at all. It is a debt 
just as the treasury note is a debt. 

Therefore, if it is not intended that sil- 
ver shall.be redeemed in gold, then there 
{fs no possible excuse for the issue of 
bonds. If it be said that they are to be 
issued to get money to meet a possible 
or a probable treasury deficit. the reply 
is—and it is an unanswerable one—that a 
new issue of treasury notes would be a 
much cheaper and a more reasonable 
way of providing for such a contingeney. 
In the first place, if the people's credit 
can stand the issue of $200,000,000 of in- 
terest-bearing gold bonds it can stand 
the strain of issuing a sufficient amount 
of treasury notes to meet any possible 
treasury deficit. These notfbe “drge.bave 
® tremendous advantage < I

tar as the people are concerned. There 
would be no interest charges to pay, and 
they would enlarge the volume of circula- 
tion so as to relieve the pressure caused 
by the contraction policy of the eastern 
bank syndicaie. They would give relief 
to business and to commerce, whereas, 
the bonds would increase the people's 
taxes and be deposited in the vaults of 
the banks. 

The Constitution, therefore. warns the 
democratic senators and representatives 
that the voters of the country will not tol- 
erate a bond issue. The people will re- 
gard such an issue not as a compromise, 
but as a surrender to the eastern bank 
syndicate. This bond issue is the nub of 
the whole business, the occasion of all 
our present troubles. When John Sher- 
man was secretary of the treasury he re- 
deemed gold certificates in silver coin 
and issued gold certificates against de- 
posits of s%lver, and there was no talk 
then about maintaining the parity of gold 
and silver. But when Charles Foster in- 
formed the banks that silver notes would 
be redeemed in gold the trouble began. 
At once there was a raid on the treas- 
ury gold by the New York banks, and it 
continued to the end of the Harrison ad- 
ninistration. 

When Mr. Carlisle took charge of the 
treasury he gave the banks 'to understand 
that the silver notes would be redeemed 
in silver. In-a night Mr. Carlisle was 
overruled by Mr. Cleveland, and the 
treasury gold was placed at the mercy of 
he banking corporations. ‘The secretary 
was compelled to surrender his discretion 
to the option of ‘the note-holder, 

Any compromise short of making our 
coined silver a money standard equal be- 
fore the law to gold will be resented by 
the people and will cause a collapse in 
our currency system. 


Farmers and Their Losses. 

Before the eastern capitalists combined 
with the gold sharks of Europe to de- 
monetize silver in the United States our 
farmers sold their products for good 
prices. They made money and were able 
to supply themselves with all the com- 
forts and many of the luxuries of life. 
The prosperity of 30,000,000 agricultural 
toilers was felt in every line of business, 
and our manufacturers and merchants 
were kept busy. In ‘those days few men 
were forced ‘to be idle. Distress was al- 
most unknown. All men were able to 
get work at good wages. 

But, with the demonetization of silver, 
the alleged sound dollar—the gold dol- 
lar—has steadily increased its purchasing 
power, until we now find the hard work- 
ing farmers making no profit, or by the 
most grinding economy getting the equiv- 
alent of the lowest wages for unskilled 
labor. 

When 30,000,000 Americans—45 per 
cent of our population—lose so much of 
their purchasing power ‘that they have 
$1,500,000,000 less money to spend this 
year than they had in 1870 hard times 
follow as the inevitable result. The cost 
of production has not materially dimin- 
ished, and most of our staple crops cost 
the producer more than he can sell them 
for. This shrinkage of values under the 
gold standard is bound ito affect every- 
thing except debts. They will hold their 
face value. After paying off — greater 
portion of our national debt we now 
find that it will 'take three times as many 
bales of cotton ‘to pay the balance still 
due than would have been required in 
1866 to pay the entire’ original debt. 
What is true of the national debt is also 
true of individual indebtedness. Most 
of our farmers and home-owners buy real 
estate on time or on the installment plan. 
Under the policy of the gold sharks the 
creditor classes are getting or will soon 
get a 150-cent dollar for every 100-cent 
dollar of the debts originally due them. 

Everything shrinks except the swell- 
ing gold dollar and ‘the debts of ‘the peo- 
ple. Farm products, real and 
wages continue their shrinkage, and 
2,000,000 people clamor for work. These 
low prices do not benefit ‘the wage-work- 
ers because the depression in business 
reduces their compensation or throws 
them out of employment. 

Yet, in the face of these facts, the gold 
sharks and their allies chatter and babble 
about their sound dolar, and declare 
that there is too much money ia the coun. 
try and that ‘the national banks should 
call in a lot of their currency and burn 
it. Their idea of a sound dollar is a gold 
dollar that will increase in purchasing 
power while kibor and its products un- 
dergo a steady shrinkage. ‘This is not, a 
sound dollar—it is a greedy, dishonest 
Shylock dollar and nothing else. We 
had a sound dollar when silver and gold 
were on an equal footing in our mints. 
Then ‘the farmers and laborers were 
prosperous and happy. Commerce and 
imfustry were at their best. Then we 
hud an era of progress, of development, 
und men had an incentive work be- 
cause their toil was justly rewarded. 

With such object lessons before them 
the people of ‘this country will not per- 
mith the further contraction of the cur- 
roms nud they will not: deliver them- 
selves into the hands of the schemers 
who have driven them into poverty. 
They will continue their fight until they 
win back the silvér dollar of their frth- 
ers and the system of local  currenery 
umder which the country grew rich and 
powerful during the first cighty years of 
our republic. They have been dragged 
as far downward as the monometallisis 
can pull them. Now, for the strugyle up- 
ward—back to the plane of prosperity 
and progress!

Apolina Bertuccat Maretzek, once a 
famous opera ginger, and now a resident of 
New York, sues to recover 7,000 acres of land 
in Menifee county, about twelve wiles east of 
Mount Sterling. She claims as the sole deyvi- 
see of her father, Francis Romaine Bertuceat, 
who was descended from one of Lafavette’s 
staff in the war of the revolution, and who re- 
ceived a grant of 0,510 acres from the United 
States government in consideration of ser- 
vices rendered ?n fe war. The unsold bal- 
ance is the subject of plaintiff's claim. It is 
held by farmers who have patents from Meul- 
fee county about nineteen or twenty yeers old, 
but which, it is claimed, are not based upon 
a bona fide title, and are probably unavailing 
against a regular chain of title of record, 
which commences with George Washington, 
president, to the state of Virginia, and is fol- 
lowed by that of Governor Patrick Henry, of 
thaa state, to the plaintiff's grantors. The 
land is well adapted to farming, and also 
contains coal and iron mines. The county 
seat, Frenchburg, is on this land.

CHU Gl A FUGITIVE MURDERER, 


The Highbinder Wanted in British Colum- 
bia for Killing a Fellow Countryman, 
Steps to Extradite Him. 


In the confidence that is readily estab- 
lished between gentlemen of cosmopolitan 
tastes, and who entertain no prejudice in 
regard tv pigtails, Sing Wah told a Cor 
stitution reporter a very interesting stc 
last night. 


Sing Wah has a laundry on Marietta - 


street, and was one of the victims of the 
recent attempts of Chu Gi, the highbinder. 
to terrorize the Chinese colony. Sing Wah 
speaks English pretty well, except that he 
has @ tendency to substitute an “I” for au 
“r,” and he has embraced the Christian re- 
ligion, on the installment plan. ‘That is 
to say, he absents himself from his joss on 
Sabbath and goes to Sunday school. 

In order to understand his story oue must 
know that nearly all the Chinese in this 
country belong to one of six big ‘“‘com- 
panies,” or fraternities. It is difficult for 
an American to fully grasp the purpose of 
these companies, but in a general way 
they are designated to effect mutual aid. 

Out of the forty-two Chinese in Atlanta, 
thirty-five belong to the “Sing Company.” 
It has headquarters in San Francisco, St. 
Louis and New York, and is remarkably 
well organized. It is represented in At- 
lanta by a local official, who keeps a rec- 
ord of the members in queer scrawls on 
rice paper, which he forwards at regular in- 
tervals to the New York headquarters. 

He also collects regular dues, which he 
transmits to a treasurer, in the same city. 

When a member of the “Sing Company” 
falls sick a brief statement of the facts is 
sent on and he is alla@ved a certain amount 
of money every week until he is up and 
at work again. If a member is wrong- 
fully arrested or accused or forced into a 
lawsuit the company steps in and pays a 
lawyer to represent him in case he is un- 
able to do 80 himself. In short it exercises 
a paternal function in times of calamity 
and distress. 

When the five Chinamen were arrested 
a few nights ago at the instance of Chu Gi, 
V@rd was ag! at once to the company's 
headquarters, and in due time a_ remit- 
tance is sure to come back to defray the 
expenses. 

Ah Bing, one of the parties arrested, is 
me Atlanta representative of the organiza- 
ion, 

In contradistinction to the “Sing Com- 
pany’ with its beneficent objects is the 
“Highbinder’s Company,” of which every- 
body has heard, but very few really know 
anything about. The highbinders occupy 
th®same relation to Chinese that the Matia 
do to Italians. They are hated, dreaded 
and tolerated. They are the Danites of 
the flowery kingdom, and they make a trade 
of murder. The headquarters of the high- 
binders is in San Francisco, and it is a well- 
established fact that when a Chinaman 
desires to have an enemy quietly removed 
from the mortal frame of thing he can 
have the job done by paying the order a 
specified sum of money. 

The history of the highbinders is a dark 
a@® tangled one of crime, and it is said that 
half the mysterious murders that figure so 
conspicuously in the criminal annals of the 
Pacific coast are traceable to this order. 
Chu Gi, who has raised such a disturbance 
here, is a highbinder, anid that is why his 
very name ® mentioned in affrighted whis- 
pers by his fellow countrymen and his fu- 
ture vengeance is so heartily dreaded by 
them. 

The Atlanta colony firmly believes that 
when he is released from jail where he now 
lies under a $1,000 peace bond, the lives of 
those who were instrumental in his ar- 
rest will not be worth a last year’s delin- 
quent laundry bill. Consequently the mem- 
bers of the Sing Company will probably 
take a startling step in a day or two. This 
is what Sing Wah esays (translating his 
pigeon English into something more intelli- 
gible): 

“We are going to have Chu Gi taken to 
Victoria. British Columbia. Some of our 
people know that he killed a Chinaman 
there about two years ago. He killed him 
with a hatchet snd got away. Chu Gi has 
an Own cousin here who kuows all about 


“He kihed this Chinaman at a town 
called Reynolds. ‘There is no mistake about 
it. We have notified the Sing Company at 
New York and they will pay a lawyer to 
see that the police at Reynolds come and 
get him. We want them to take him to 
British Columbia and hang him, for if he 
stays here he will kill some of us when he 
gets out. It will do no good to send him 
awdy. The bighbinders will follow a man 
all over the country to kill him. 

“Chu Gj was in jail at Charleston,” Sing 
Wah continued. “There was a rich China- 
man there—a merchant. Chu Gi claimed 
the merchant won S100 of him at fan tan. 
He wanW! $300 to settle and the merchant 
ad Him put in jail. He is a bad man.” 

It is frue that the Chinese here have be- 
gun steps to have Chu Gi extradited and 
taken to British Columbia and it is more 
than likely than there will be some curious 
and twagical developments before many 
days are over.

He Preached to a Large Congregation at 
Trinity Last Night. 
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As the Unitof a Per‘ect Society—The [In- 
dividual Is of No Value Except as 
Related to His Fellowmen. 


Dr. J. W. Lee preached his farewell 
sermon at Trinity church last night and 
long before the time for the service to be- 
sil every seat in#the immense auditorium 
was occupied, 


His subject was “The Perfect Man.” 
He discussed it in his eloquent and impres- 
sive manner, and emphasized the fact thht 
the perfect man wag the unit of a perfect 
society. In order to build up and purify 
the latter, it was necessary to start with 
the individual. 

He took as his text Ephesians iv, 13, 
“Till we come in the unity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fullness of Christ.” 

Substantially, Dr. Lee said: “All living 
things are capable of a full and complete 
development. In the organic world this 
rule did not apply, as all inanimate objects 
were moved by the application of external 
force. They had none of the elements of 
of life and growth within themselves and 
were capabie of no development. 

Plants and trees, belonging to the vege- 
table kingdom, were capable of growth to 
the full extent of their inherent forces. 
Man, however, the™grandest workmanship 
of God’s creative hand, was capable of 
the very highest growth and development. 
He was endowed with wonderful forces 
and attributes and these lifted him to the 
very point in the scale of creation. 

“To bring about a complete development 
of character, it was necessary to enthrone 
reason and conscience and make them su- 
preme over the appetites and passions. 

. INan’s nature was like a kingdom, full 
of contending elements. It was necessary 
to subdue and harmonize these elements 
and make them loyal and subservient to 
reason. In this manner all] the parts of a 
man’s nature would work to bring about 
his spiritual growth and development in 
Christ Jesus. 

Christ came into the world, among other 
things, for a two-fold purpose: ‘lo dignify 
the individual and build up and purify so- 
qgety. In order to accomplish the latter, 
he commenced with the former. He inti- 
mated and taught that man was a magniti- 
cent creature and that no one was so lowly 
or humble as to be beneath his notice or 
the reach of salvation.

dom, Unrelated and excluded from the 
rest of the world, he was practically of 
no value and was even lower than -the 
beasts of the field, so far as his ability to 
take care of himself was concerned. It 
was difficult to imagine the extremity to 
which a man would be reduced if he was 
cut off from the rest of society. God had 
made him both social and dependent. All 
of his blessings and enjoyments came 
through this relationship. Man, therefore, 
‘in himself_considered, was of no value to 
the world. ‘Though a genius and capable 
of self-entertainment to the highest de- 
gree he would, in the course of time, if 
isolated, become a torture to himself and a 
reproach to all human kind. 

Man’s relation to society was like that 
of the members of the body to the human 
organism. For example, the thumb was 
of great importance in its relationship from 
the. body, but disconnected from the per- 
son it served no earthly good. Man’s 
growth to the fullness of the stature of 
Christ was just in this way. He should 
so develop and so grow as to perform his 
divinely appointed function in the kingdom 
of Christ. 

This was apparently the meaning of the 
text. The object of Christianity was to 
convert the world into one vast brother- 
hood and to make it one body in Christ. 
To accomplish this grand mission it was 
necessary to dignify the individual and 
make him to realize that he had bis part 
to perform. Christians were not convert- 
ed in regiments or brigades but individ- 
ually. The gospel of Christ, though ad- 
dressed in its broader scope to the entire 
world, was primarily firected to the indi- 
vidual. In this way communities and 
churches are built up and made glorious 
bodies in Christ. : 

A man should look upon-his talents not 
as his own but as belonging to his neigh- 
bor, and all of them should be devoted to 
the upbuilding of his kind and to the glory 
of God. 

Dr. Lee referred to the world’s congress 
in Chicago as illustrating the brotherhood 
of the human race. It was a mighty con- 
gregation of individual elements, all of 
which would in time be so adjusted as to 
work in harmony for the glory of God's 
kingdom. The time was sure to come, 
though distantly removed, when all of the 
nations of the earth would stand upon a 
common faith and whisper a _ universal 
prayer. ‘Then would the purpose of God. 
in sending Jesus Christ into the world, be 
accomplished, and men_ individually ap- 
proach to the stature of His fullness. 

The meeting was closed with a beautiful 
and tender prayer by Dr. Lewis, in which 
he implored the favor of God to rest upon 
one who had been identified so long with 
this community. The service throughout 
was full of solemn and touching interest. 

Dr. Tee will carry with him into his new 
field of work the blessings and best wishes 
of all bis friends in Atlanta, and the church 
to which he is called will. no doubt, abun- 
dantly prosper through the benediction of 
his ministry.

The ordinance is in four sections. 
first requires the station house keeper to 
remove from the person of any prisoner be- 
fore incarceration, any weapons, and “in 
case such prisoner is intoxicated,’ to take 
possession of any money, watch or valua- 
bles he may have. 

Section 2 provides for the giving of re- 
ceipts for property thus taken and obtain- 
ing receipts from the owner when reurned, 
also for the keeping of a record of these 
transactions. 

Section 3 directs that when a prisoner is 
delivered to the custody of the sheriff or 
other officers of this or any other county, 


The | 


his weapons, if he had any, shall be given | 


to his custodian, but his money or valua- 
bles to the prisoner himself. 

Section 4 forbids the station house keep- 
er from removing any valuables from the 
person of a prisoner who is not intoxicated, 
except by authority of a search warrant. 
He is authorized, however, to receive any 
such property for safe keeping, if so re- 
quested by the prisoner, and give a re- 
ceipt for it. These transactions must also 
be listed and docketed. 

The objecion generally urged by the po- 
lice force against the new ordinance is that 
a prisoner may have other articles besides 
weapons on his person which it would be 
dangerous or inadvisable to allow him to 
take to the cell with him. It is-suggested, 
for instance, that as the law now stands 
the station house keeper has no authority 
to take a walking cane, an umbrella, a 
bottle of whisky or a pen knife from a pris- 
oner, alhough it would be clearly impru- 
dent to permit such things in the cells. 

It is urged, again, that if a mam is per- 
mitted to carry money with him to a cell, 
where frequently several are locked up to- 
gether, robberies will often occur and there 
will be endless trouble in consequence. 

By a strict interpretation of sec- 
tion o the police claim that 
they would be obliged to return stolen prop- 
erty.to a prisoner held at the request of 
some other officer or turned over to the 
sheriff to go to jail. Moreover, it frequent- 
ly occurs that valuable clues to burglaries 
and other crimes are obtained from the ar- 
ticles taken from men arrested for drunk- 
enness and other petty offenses, and that 
by shutting off this course of information, 
many important cases would never be de- 
veloped ; 

This, in brief, is the substance of the ob- 
jections to the new ordinance. Ever since 
it has been passed, no personal property 
has been taken from any prisoner save 
those ir an obvious state of intoxication. 

An effort was made to see Councilman 
Hill last night but he could not be found. 
Chief Connolly, however, threw consider- 
able light on the new enactment . 

“The occasion of the ordinance,” he said, 
“was the well remembered Cooper case. 
A man named Cooper was arrested on a 
charge of intoxication and when seached, 
$421 was taken from his person. This 
fact was published, and next day half a 
dozen of Cooper’s creditors served notice 
of garnishment on me. Then Cooper him- 
self instituted proceedings in bail trover, 
and 1 was forced to give bond. The mat- 
ter was carried into the superior court 
where Judge Marshall J. Clarke decided 
in substance that we had no right to take 
the man’s money from him. The case is 
now in the supreme court, and it is to avoid 
similar annoyance that the ordinance is 
framed.” 

When the chief’s attention was called to 
the above stated objections, he smiled and 
said: 

“Well, it is hard to get such an enact- 
ment in perfect shape. It may be that 
some modifications are needed. If so, time 
will show, and they can be readily made 


in the shape of amendments.

It was decited that there be 
twice as many delegates from each coun- 
ty as there are representatives from the 
eame in the legislature.

He Speaks to a Crowd of His, Followers 
on Saturday, 


BUT THERE WAS A LACK OF ENTHUSIASM 


His iHearers Were from Half a Dozen 
Counties—Nota Single Convert to 
His Faith Was Made. 


Sparta, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)}—Tom 
Watson epoke here yesterday in a grove 
about one mile out to about 2,500 people 
of all classes and color. The great number 
of negro women present and their manifest 
zeal were especially noticeable. So, — too, 
the sparseness of white people present. Not 
more htan 250 of this latter class were 
present and less than 100 of them from 
Hancock. 

This throng of people was drummed up 
by liberal advertising in Watson's paper. 
They come from Baliwin, Putnam, Greene, 
Taliaferro, Warren, Washington and Han- 
cock. They came to bolster up a fallen 
cause, for the populists have been put on 
trial in Hancock and they do not take. 
What Watson needed and wanted was a 
turnout of democrats, They wisely kept 
away and left him to harangue his old fol- 
lowers with his stale gospel of discontent. 
There were men and women who, whatever 
may be their honesty, have evinced their 
eapacity for being duped by the most 
chimerical of all political heresies. The old 
followers delieve the old leader still, but 
undoubtedly their enthusiasm has wonder- 
fully abated. 

There, was, perhaps, a thousand) ne- 
groes and whites in Sparta who never went 
to his speaking and didn’t want to go. When 
his crowd returned there was a manifest 
lack of that electrifying power which he 
wielded among them last year, and which 
preoccupied their minds when the speaking 
was ended. The democrats, too, held to 
old convictions. Not one convert is reported 
from the old faith. If this country.is made 
prosperous and happy the universal Jemo- 
cratic fwith is that it can only be aceom- 
plished through democratic teaching and 
practice. 

When Watson came into Sparta and 
went out, notwithstanding the streets were 
lined with his followers, there was a dead 
silence. Last year fey rushed to him with 
their little children and yelled like demons. 
Watson’s coming to Sparta was a magnifi- 
cent failure as to enthusiasm and converts.

We are not bound by old cus- 
toms; we let them loose and take hold of 
new customs and new things. 

* The question is often asked me if in China 
there are railroads, telephones, electric cars, 
etc., and when answered no the natural 
thought is that if a country can’t show up 
in these advanced arts they are not worthy.

But in China man appreciates character. 
Tell him of ail these new things and he ac- 
cepts them, but wants to know if charac- 
ter aud morais have been benefited by 
them.

we want today—-men who are not afraid of 
the dark. 

God spoke to the church at Antioch and 
said, “Separate you these two men, Paul and 
Barnabas.”’ He found that church fasting 
and praying for guidance and He put His hand 
on Paul and Barnabas as men who compre- 
hended the work, who could go into the dark 
places without fear.

First Christian Church. 

Dr. Williamson returned Saturday irom a 
two weeks’ trip to Chicago, Whither he went 
to attend the general convention of the Chris- 
tian church and to visit the world’s fair. He 
oecupied his pulpit yesterday as usual, and 
spoke in the morning on the text: “But when 
the fullness of the time was come, God sent 
forth His son.”’ 

Said the speaker: The fullness of the time 
designates some particular time. It is not 
the fullness of time, for that will not come 
until the angel of the resurrection shall place 
one foot upon the sea and the other upon the 
land and proclaim on his golden trumpet that 
“time was and is and shall be no more.” 
Fuliness of the time suggests completeness 
and accomplished purpose, it presupposes 
foreknowledge and power. 

Every thoughtful man has asked himself the 
question: Why was Christ’s birth into the 
world delayed for 4,000 years, since he alone 
could save men by giving them life through 
His name and paruon through His blood? 
The answer must be that He came as soon 
as, in the moral government of God, it was pos- 
sible for Him to come. We cannot conceive of 
the delay a single day for men were perishing 
for that bread of hfe. The “fullness of the 
time’’ did not come before that night on which 
the manger of Bethlehem cradled the King of 
the world. 

This delay shows God’s providence and fore- 
knowledge in bot 0? which I am an earnest 
believer. Four thousand years before the 
birth of Christ God had promised that “the 
seed of the woman should bruise the serpent’s 
head.” This promise of salvation and victory. 
like a thread of gold, had run through all the 
warp and woof of human history. No mat- 
ter who the weaver, whether Moses or Job, 
David or Solomon, Isaiah or Jeremiah, all were 
weavers of a divine pattern and the fabric, 
when finished, will be the story of human 
redemption, the central figure of which will 
be God’s son—born of a woman—the world’s 
Savior. 

We do not understand the delay and yet we 
see such delays about us daily, While in 
the mood of the querist, may we not ask: 
Why was the art of printing so long delayed 
when ignorance was so deep and dark upon 
the earth? Why the discovery of vaccina- 
tion hidden while thousands wére dying of 
the fearful scourge of smallpox? Why the 
delay in the invention of the steam engine, 
the development of the power-of electricity, 
which is to revolutionize the world? Why? 
The answer comes that they came in the full- 
ness of their time an accord with God's 
wise providence, 

renee jg tee two . fat problems had to 
be solved. be:ore the World could be ready 
for the Christ. The one was, could not man, 
unaided, except by the Nght of science and 
art and his inner consciousness, evolve a God 
worthy of human worship. To the Greeks 
this problem was given for solution. For 
centuries, under the reign of art and science, 
when poets and painters, statesmen and ora- 
tors, philosophers and warriors lived in the 
matchless splendor of Grecian glory, this 
question asked solution and polytheism flour- 
ished, and in classic Athens it was “easier 
to find a god than a man-’’ Within the his- 
tory of the English-speaking people only one 
Milton has been born and but one Shake- 
speare has shed the radiance .of his almost 
superhuman thought upon the world. in 
two centuries Greece produced twenty-eight of 
the world’s greatest men. They were trying 
to solve the question of higher culture and 
theism. Paul testifies that “‘when the world 
by philosophy knew not God, etc.,’’ Grecian 
philosophy, in its palmiest days, lost the true 
God. 

The second problem to be solved was, can 
a man by deeds of law work out his salvation 
and thus merit it without the need of a me- 
diator? To the Jews this problem was given, 
and for centuries they struggled with it only 
to consider that “by deeds of law could not 
flesh be justified.” 

When the world of science and religion had 
failed then the ‘‘fullness of the time was 
come,” 

Above the hilltops of Judea arose the sun 
of righteousness, bathing tim golden glory, a 
world lying in the darkness of superstition 
and struggling in vain for light and life. 

To us the light and life have come. The 
Savior stands at the door of our hearts and 
knocks for admittance. Will we‘let Him in? 
To the sin-stricken soul this morning, ready to 
receive the joy of salvation, the fullness of 
the time may now be here, will you not open 
wide your heart that life and light and love 
may flow therein? God help you so to do. 
The Church of the Immaculate Conception. 

At the Catholi¢ church Father Keiley was to 
have preached a special sermon to the Hi- 
bernian Rifles, but he was called out of the 
city to attend the wedding of his brother in 
New York. Father Schadewell preached in 
his stead and made the sermon short and in- 
teresting, 

The Rifles came into the church marching 
two and two just before mass began and 
were given seats at the front of the church. 
The sermon of Father Schadewell was not 
directed esoecially towards them, as that of 
PaTiér Kei?¥'s would have been. 

Father Schadewell announced that the col- 
lection taken up next Sunday would be for 
the benefit of the Brunswick sufferers. 

“It is something glorious,”” said Father 
Schadewell in the course of his sermon. “‘some- 
thing glorious to be a subject of God—a sol- 
dier of Christ, It is not as if we had an 
earthly master, a person whose mind would 
change with every wind, but it is a divine 
master who never changes, and so long as 
we serve God faithfully He will never veil his 
face from us. 

“What interest God takes in our welfare! 
He knows our every thought, our every word. 
Thus we receive just what is best for us at 
all times in answer to our prayers, though 
sometimes we do not understand the dispensa- 
tions of providence. If we but strive to lead 
souls to God He will never turn from us. 
What has the devil ever offered us that would 
or could be to our advantage. In one hand 
he holds out the beautiful fruit. more bitter 
than gall, and the golden apple; in the other 
the arrow that poisons is ready for flight. It 
poisons the heart and Kills the soul. and it re- 
quires God himself to extract the venom. 
What happiness can the evil spirit offer? The 
giutton may imagine that he had found happli- 
ness in eating and drinking, but his opinion 
is sadly changed when he is put upon his 
deathbed. 

“There are people who appear to be 
ashamed of their (rod. Tt is not necessary to 
hang our heads in order to recognize God.” 

Father Schadewell remarked on the fact 
that Sunday was the feast of the rosary. and 
spoke about how the rosary marked all the 
episodes in the ‘life of Christ and His holy 
mother, Mary, telling of the visit of the angel 
to the crucifixion. x 


The Central Presbyterian Church. 

The exercises at the Central Presbyterian 
Church were more than wsually impressive yes- 
terday, being the occasion of the celebration 
of the regular quarterly communion service. 
There were fourteen additions to the church. 
eight by letter from other churehes and six 
from profession of faith, 

Dr. Strickler’s ext was Eph. il, 8: “For 
by grace are ye saved through faith, and that 
not of yourselves; it is the gift of God.” He 
said, in substance: 

“Grace has been best defined to mean wun- 
deserved favor, so when we speak of the 
grace of God we mean the undeserved favor 
of God shown to men, as in their salvation. 
Several things are suggested by the text. 
First. that this salvation comes by grace and 
can be ined in no other way. No one can 
ba acd denser. =a ee can keen the 
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they can that, therefore, a just God wil! 
overlook their lures. At first view this 
seems-reasonable, but even admitting thet it 
is, has any one really even for one year, done 
the best one could? Others rely ou the mercy 
of God, but that mercy can be obtained only 
thréugh the atonement of Christ aud by ac- 
cepting its provisions. 

“To obtain this grace we must exercise 
faith. ‘By grace are ye saved through faith. 
This saving faith involves only two taings: 
first, to belleve in the salvation offered, anc 
secondly, to accept it, That Is ail. Many 
suffer needlessly because they are too prone 
to think that something else is required. 

“The text teaches us waence comes this 
salvation. ‘It is the gift of God.’ Faith at 
first sight seems to Be our own act, but uni- 
versal experience shows tirat it can only cume 
by the saving help of the Holy Spirit. An 
we can do is to ask for it. 

“It should not alarm us that our salvation 
is thus left entirely in the hands of God. Is 
he not able aud willing to save even to the 
uttermost? On tbe ecoutrary, this is a very 
precious doctrine to every Christian—it is the 
gospel, the good news of salvation to all men.” 

At St. Philip's. 

The exercises at St. Philip’s Episcopal Sun- 
day school yesterday morning were of more 
than usual iuteres:, being participated in by 
Bishop Nelson and two superintendents. 

The occasion was the acceptance by Bishop 
Neilson of tie resigaation of the late superin- 
tendent, Mr. T. i. Austin. and the inustall- 
ing of bis successor in oftice. 

lao the course vf his .remarks, Bishop Nel- 
son said, among other things, that he was 
assured that Mr. Austin did not take this step 
because of any dissatisfaction with the Sun- 
day school or any of its connections, but 
from a conscientious conviction that new life 
might be engendered by a change of admin- 
istration, and, therefore, while he had the 
greatest appreciation for Mr. Austin’s past 
services, he felt bound to accept his resigna- 
tion. He took great pleasure as rector of St. 
Vhilip’s parish, in presenting him, as an ap- 
propriate remembrance from the teachers 
apd scholars of the Sunday school, an eile- 
gantly bound set of volumes of British lit- 
erature. 

It was absolutely necessary that the Sun- 
day school should bave a head and to suppiy 
this vacancy he had chosen a@ man whom 
he had known for years to be of great zeal 
and Christian- integrity—who brought all his 
resources to bear on whatever be undertuok— 
Mr. Charles H. Wilcox. 

Mr Austin briefly replied to the presenta- 
tion with assurances of his continuous inter- 
est and devotion to the Sunday school, and 
Mr. Wilcox outlived something of the pro- 
posed work he expected to undertake. 

The bishop also read the following resolu- 
tions, which had been unanimously adopted 
by the Sunday school: 

“Atianta, Ga., October 1, 1893.—We, the 
committee appu@ited to draft suitable reso- 
lutions as to the resignation of Mr. Thomas 
H. Austin as superintendent of St. Philip’s 
Episcopal Sunday schvol, respectfully submit 
the following: 

‘Whereas, Our esteemed superintendent, Mr. 
Thomas H. Austin, has tendered his resigna- 
tion as the presiding officer of St. Philip's 
bpiscopal Sunday school, and, 

“Whereas, During a period of six years he 
has discharged the duties of said office in a 
most satisfactory and efficient manner, and 
endeired himself to both teachers and schol- 
ars by his Ohristian zeal and personal integ- 
rity; therefore, be it
